While I was testing the Analyzer, our 
standard central air/heat came on.

In short, 
there was so much sound level pressure 
below 1 25hz,thatall signal below 1 25hz 
was totally masked. 

While there isn't much you can do 
about the heat, it's surprising that the air 
coming through the duct had such a 
massive effect on the sound. Think of 
the effect when you record with mikes. 

Plus, this illustrates the point I made 
earlier about overloading cassette re- 
cordings. A single VU meter would have 
peaked, so I would be recording the 
signal I wanted too low, which of course 
causes an increase in tape hiss.

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Sub-Sonic Synthesizer 

It's not for everyone, but if you're thrilled by the dramatically alive bass at a live concert, and if your stereo 
system has what it takes, now you can synthesize the bass that can't be recorded on records and tapes.

It's not there. You can't boost it with 
an equalizer. And, you certainly can't 
improve it with a regular bass control. 
The subharmonic bass frequencies that 
add startling realism and excitement to 
a live concert, andthefeeling of fullness 
and warmth at low levels aren't usually 
captured in the recording process. 

But, before we even discuss how this 
synthesizer actually creates frequencies 
between 27.5hz and 50hz that don't 
exist in your music, from frequencies in 
the 50hz to 1 1 0hz range that do exist in 
your music, let's look at your equipment. 
NOT FOR EVERYONE 

First, let's be practical. If you don't 
already have an equalizer in your system, 
this Sub-Sonic Synthesizer isn'tforyou. 

An equalizer is the single most impor- 
tant sound enhancementdeviceyou can 
add to any system to literally make it 
explode with life. And, that's where I'd 
improve my system's sound first. 

While an equalizer boosts frequencies, 
the synthesizer creates new frequencies 
to bring exciting life to your music. 

Most records and prerecorded tapes 
are rolled off at 50hz because the record 
grooves can't handle lower signal, and 
tapes are easily saturated by low bass. 
Very low bass consumes a lot of power. 
So, this synthesizer will certainly over- 
load your amplifier and cause clipping if 
you don't have at least 35 watts of power 
per channel (50 watts is better). 

You'll appreciate the sound improve- 
ment if your speaker systems have 1 0" 
woofers, butyou should hear it with 1 2", 
or 1 5" woofers, or even a subwoofer. 

Finally, your speaker's power han- 
dling capacity must at least equal your 
amplifier's output. If you get the idea 
that you're going to be adding a lot of 
exciting bass power, you're right. 

But don't worry, at 28hz, 34hz, 40hz 
and 50hz, the bass will be powerful but 
not boomy, awesome but precise, and 
thundering but totally realistic. 

You see, every frequency has harmon- 
ics, and all you are doing is re-inserting 
the original harmonics. Even with CDs, 
you can add powerful subharmonics that 
improve their phenomenal sound. 

In fact, part of why they sound so good 
is that they come closer to naturally re- 
producing these synthesized frequencies 
than any previous recording medium. 
WHAT YOU CAN EXPECT 

ADC says of this synthesizer which 
they sell to night clubs where records 
are played, "By re-creating the natural 
subharmonics that were taken out dur- 
ing the recording process, music takes 
on a new life, a new power. It has to be 
felt to be believed." 

And felt is the operative word. ADC 
warns that it isn't for apartment dwellers 



because these low frequencies move like 
an earthquake through neighbor's walls. 

At very low levels, you'll enjoy an en- 
riched fullness that will make your music 
caress and lull you. It almost seems to 
wrap itself around you. 

At normal listing levels, your music 
will have an electric charge that you will 
feel as much as hear. The floor will shake, 
and your body, not just your ears, will be 
part of the listening experience. 

At high levels, turn down the syn- 
thesizer. Most likely neitheryour ampli- 
fier, speakers nor walls can handle the 
load. What's really exciting about the 
synthesizer is that you don't have to 
crank up your stereo to enjoy the benefits. 
EASY INSTALLATION 

Just insert it after your tape deck in 
the tape loop or between your preamp 
and amp. (Plug your cassette deck into 
the synthesizer and the synthesizer into 
your receiver.) You really can't capture 
its massive subsonic bass on tape. 

So, for jazz, pop or classical, with your 
FM, AM, cassette deck, CD and turn- 
table, you'll have a vibrant infusion of 
dramatic bass. 

HOW IT WORKS 

The synthesizer doesn't affect any ex- 
isting frequencies, soyoursignal will be 
as clean as it is now. It samples all bass 
frequencies between 55 and 1 10hz. 

It synthesizes corresponding frequen- 
cies exactly one octave lower (frequen- 
cies between 27.5 and 55hz) and mixes 
them back in. You control the added fre- 
quencies for up to a 9db boost. LEDs 
show the 28hz, 34hz, 40hz and 50hz 
areas of synthesized concentration. 

There's also a Low Frequency Boost 
that operates from about 50to 1 0Ohz, to 
'fill the gap' left between the powerful 
synthesized sub-bass and the actual bass.

It just may be my orchestral 
background that has made me such a 
lover of equalizers, subwoofers and now 
the subharmonic synthesizer. 

You get used to a richness of sound. 
And, when you don't hear it, you don't 
feel your music is fulfilling and com- 
plete. ADC's Sub-Sonic Synthesizer ful- 
fills my need for deep rich, vibrant bass 
and I thinkyou'll enjoy it as much as I do.

It's a dialer. It fits in your shirt pocket.

If you're like me, you hate remember- 
ing phone numbers.

For example, DAK was No. 27 in my 
dialer. Well, no more! Now there's noth- 
ing to remember but the person's name.

INK JET PRINTING EXPLAINED

There's no heavy print head containing 
steel pins that are mechanically driven 
out against a ribbon that in turn strikes 
your paper and the rubber platen roller. 

Since there's no ribbon to fade and 
wear out or platen to become hard or 
irregular, you won't experience the vari- 
ations and inconsistencies associated 
with conventional dot matrix printing. 

The Olivetti InkJet printer head con- 
sists simply of a low mass microproces- 
sor controlled disposable glass ampule 
containing dry ink.

The technical name for the printing 
process is 'Spark' InkJet, because wher- 
ever a dot is required to form a letter or 
graphic design, an electrical arc blasts a 
dot of carbon out of the ampule and 
fuses it to the paper 

The process is incredibly fast, accurate, 
and exceptforthe crackling sound of the 
arc itself, virtually silent. 

Plus, you'll have continuously vari- 
able electronic control of the dot inten- 
sity. A volume-like control lets you vary 
the amount of power supplied to the arc 
at the print head. So, you can print very 
light, very dark or anywhere in between. 

You can forget the 65db to 85db op- 
pressive sound of other dot matrix print- 
ers. Ink Jet printing is whisper-quiet. So, 
you can use this printer while you talk on 
the phone or in a crowded office.

Simple 'ESC commands let you print 
at 1 0, 1 2 or 1 8 characters per inch up to 
a full 8" width. Choose variable vertical 
spacing, or fixed 6 or 8 lines to the inch. 

You'll have a full 1 K buffer with over- 
flow protection. And, you'll have a print- 
er self-test and configuration print out 
on demand. Of course, there are 'Line 
Feed' and ' Form Feed' buttons. And, form 
length is programmable. 

Olivetti's Ink Jet printer has an extrem- 
ely small footprint that makes it ideal for 
office or home use. It is just 1 5 1 /3" wide, 
4H" high, and 10 1 /z" deep.

Your computer is smart. But, it doesn't 
know how to 'talk' to other devices. That's 
why you need an interface.

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The Truth About Graphic Equalizers 

Bv Drew Kanian ness. Nobody ever said that flat was per- Make a tape of one of vour favorite

This is notan ad. It is an explanation of 
all graphic equalizers. It is not an attempt 
to promote equalizers sold by DAK over 
any others. It is meant solely to give you a 
thorough understanding of whatan equal- 
izer can do for your home, car and por- 
table stereo systems. 

WHAT IT IS 

An equalizer is really just a series of 
1 or 1 2 volume controls. The difference 
between your main system volume and 
an equalizer's volume controls is that 
each equalizervolume control affects only 
one area of the frequency spectrum. 

Bass and treble controls can't help 
because they indiscriminately boost every- 
thing from the mid-range down or from 
the mid-range up. Each actually affects 
about 50% of the frequency spectrum. 

So, if you slide up the 31 .5hz volume 
control on an equalizer, only sounds in 
the 25hz to 40hz like a string bass are 
really increased. Why is this important? 

Well, the human ear can hear frequen- 
cies from about 20hz (20 cycles or vibra- 
tions per second) all the way to 20,000 
hz. Your stereo system, to a greater or 
lesser degree, produces these sounds. 

But for a number of reasons, your stereo 
system and mine are unsuccessful. An 
equalizer simply helps your stereo sys- 
tem accurately reproduce the entire fre- 
quency spectrum of your music. 

If your low bass is down 3 to 6db, 
you'll miss the excitement of a string 
bass, a kettle drum or the lower regis- 
ters of a cello. By increasing the signal 
with an equalizer, you're not magically 
creating something that doesn't exist, 
you're simply reviving inadequate record- 
ing or reproduction. 

The same is true of the high end. The 
gentle sound of brushes on a cymbal, or 
the dramatic sound of glass shattering 
can be lost if the high end of your music 
is not reproduced at the same level as 
the mid-range. 
WHY AREN'T OUR STEREO SYS- 
TEMS PERFECT? 

The plain bare fact is that virtually all 
systems and sources are flawed. FM re- 
ception suffers from FM preemphasis 
which causes the FM station to cut back 
on the high frequencies they broadcast. 

Try boosting the 8,000hz and 1 6,000 
hz to restore the impact and openness. 

While the low frequencies aren't a 
problem with the FM broadcast, the re- 
cords and tapes that both you and the 
FM station play are a problem. 

Low bass sounds are massive. That's 
why woofers are the biggest speakers in 
your system. If recording engineers don't 
cut backthe level of the bass on records, 
your stylus simply can't follow the groove. 

And, if they don't cut back the low 
bass on cassettes, the signal will be 
saturated and all you'll get is mud. So, a 
boost at 63hz will give you dramatically 
enriched bass. 

A boost at 1 25hz or even 250hz will 
add warmth to your music, even though 
'clinically' the boost may not be needed. 

In addition to restoring impact and 
drama to your music, you can easily ad- 
just all the frequency bands to increase 
dramatic intensity, excitement and open- 



lobody ever said tnat tiat was per- 
fect, it's just a starting point. 
MORE PROBLEMS 

The biggest problem with your stereo 
system is probably your room. Speakers 
placed in corners tend to boom at 1 25hz. 

If they're in a bookcase, they tend to 
lack bass. Most speakers should be placed 
up to a foot from the wall. 

But, who can have an ideal room built 
for our stereos. This is my business, and 
I have one speaker in front of a window 
and another in front of a wall. There's a 
measurable and 'hearable' difference 
when the drapes are opened or closed. 

So with the aid of an equalizer, you 
can make your room ideal. You can com- 
pensate for a 1 25hz boom, or for a loss 
of high end because of drapes or couches. 
DON'T LEAVE OUT CDs 

I love my new CD players. (I have 3, 
one in each of my main home systems.) 
With a CD, you can, for the most part, 
forget the limitations on source material. 
They have the capability to accurately 
reproduce 20hz to 20,000hz flawlessly. 

But there are two things you should 
know. If they were made from analog 
(not digital masters), they'll need a cut at 
about 8,000hz or they'll sound harsh. 
And don't forget, everything about your 
system, your speakers, and your room 
still applies. An EQ will work wonders. 
THE ACID TEST 

Take your favorite record or tape to 
any HiFi store willing to demonstrate an 
equalizer. (Or try one of ours risk free. 
Sorry, no sales pitch.) Listen to the music, 
then switch in the equalizer. 

The results will be awesome and re- 
peatable with your own stereo system. 
ON THE ROAD 

With most equalizers you can transfer 
all of the dramatic improvements to the 
input of your cassette recorder so that 
you can make enhanced cassettes for 
your car or portable stereo. 

Wait till you hear the bass explode 
through the headphones of your per- 
sonal stereo, or the high end open up in 
your car stereo. 
NOWWAITJUSTAMOMENT.DREW 

Now you should ask, "Awhile back, 
you said that recording engineers can't 
record the full bass on a tape." 

"So, howcan an equalizer I buyformy 
home, do something to help my per- 
sonal stereo and car stereo that can't be 
done in the studio?" 

Good question. You can't. Let me ex- 
plain. If you play a strongly boosted cas- 
sette on your home stereoyou'll hearthe 
boomy muddy bass that I talked about. 

But, since personal stereos are lack- 
ing the bass to start with, they sound 
terrific with the bass boost. 

And, it's the same in cars. Typically, 
they don't have a good high end. If you 
boost the signal at 8,000hz and 1 6,000 
hz in the house as much as in the car, 
you'll hear really raspy sound. 

Studios have to produce their records 
and tapes for average home systems. 
You can custom tailor your tapes for the 
weaknesses of various systems. 

But, don't accept anything in this arti- 
cle. Test it yourself. Go to a HiFi store 
and listen to an equalizer perform. 



Make a tape of one of your favorite 
records for your car with both the bass 
and high end boosted. I'll betyou'll be a- 
mazed by the new level of excitement 
that you feel as you listen to music that 
you thought sounded great before. 

An equalizer isthesingle mostdemon- 
strable stereo component you can buy. 

YOU CAN PROVE IT YOURSELF 

You'll set your equalizer to give you 
the most dramatic sound. But, with a 
spectrum analyzer, a microphone and a 
pink noise generator (all 3 are included 
with most top-end equalizers), you can 
actually test your room and system to 
see just what frequencies need help. 

And this is very important. You will 
learn by watching the analyzer's display 
just what instruments are active at just 
what frequencies. It's amazing! You can 
literally watch each instrument or voice 
on this 'TV set' to your sound. 

Back to the basics. Testing your sys- 
tem is really easy. Just take the micro- 
phone to where you sit and switch on 
the pink noise. 

Pink noise is the scientifically cali- 
brated sound that evenly represents all 
frequencies from 20hz and 20,000hz. 

One quick look at the analyzer's dis- 
play will showyouthe exact state ofyour 
system. Nothing I can say or do can dra- 
matically display to you the condition of 
your system like this brief test. 

As you move the microphone around 
the room, you'll see just how directional 
your tweeters are. High frequency sound 
is very directional while bass sounds 
evenly fill the room. 

Don't be intimidated. You don't have 
to keep your system flat, I don't. I'm a 
cellist, and I'm used to stronger bass. 

And here's some bad news for you. If 
you're like me, I'm going to be 40 this 
year (horrors), your ears no longer are as 
sensitive above 12Khz to 14,000hz. 

So, even if your source is perfect, 
even if your system is perfect, and even 
if your room is perfect, you may not be. 

Because I work with high sounds (not 
loud ones) so much, I'm still able to hear 
1 6khz to 1 7,000hz but I guarantee you 
by the time I turn 50, I'll be cranking up 
the 8,000hz and 1 6,000hz controls. 

Please, I don't want to hear from the 
FDA, this isn't a medical device. But ask 
your doctor, he'll give you the bad news. 

I guess some day I'll be selling equal- 
izers to the geriatric crowd with a line 
like, "If you're 72 like I am, you probably 
haven't heard a cymbal crash in years..". 

Anyway, if you'd like to experience 
trumpets crashing out ofyour speakers, 
add a boost at 250hz and 500hz. If a 
female vocal sounds raspy, cut the 1 ,000 
hz and 2,000hz controls. Or if you want 
your walls to quiver with the pluck of a 
string bass or the blast of a bass tuba, 
boost the 31 hz and 63hz controls. 

When you switch in an equalizer you'll 
hear an earthshaking, spine tingling im- 
provement in your stereo system's sound.

around 14,000hz to 16,000hz, can just 
decimate the harmonics that give you 
the open feeling you'd experience at a 
live concert. A similar roll-off at 60hz, 
causes the fundamental bass notes to 
just fade away into the 'murk'. 

An equalizer isn't some magical device 
that manufactures sounds that don't ex- 
ist. Most of the frequencies that will 
make your music really vibrant, are actual- 
ly already recorded in your music. 

You'll be able to prove this with a few 
simple tests we'll try when we discuss 
the Spectrum Analyzer. 

You see, certain frequencies are sim- 
ply not reproduced with as much volume 
as are the mid- range frequencies which 
stretch from about 800hz to 2,000hz. 

An equalizer simply lets you establish 

accurate control of all frequencies to fit 

your equipment, your recordings, your 

taste, and your listening environment 

TOTAL MUSICAL CONTROL 

And, what a job it can do. It's totally 
unlike bass and treble controls which 
simply boost everything from the mid- 
range down for bass, or everything up 
for treble. You can boost the low-bass at 
31 .5hz, 63hz and/or 1 25hz to animate 
specific areas or instruments. 

And, when you boost the part of the 
bass you like, you don't disturb the mid- 
range frequencies and make your favorite 
singer sound like he has a sore throat. 

The high frequencies really deter- 
mine the clarity and brilliance of your 
music. The problem is that highs are 
very directional. Wherever you move in 
your listening room, you'll find a big dif- 
ference in high end response, as you'll 
see when we test the Analyzer.

At the end of an 18 foot cord is the ear of the system. 
Just clip the mike wherever you sit and test your room. 

Turn on the Pink Noise. You can switch 
to Left Channel, Right Channel or both. 
There's a meter range button, a sen- 
sitivity control, and even a switch that 
lets you freeze the meter. 

Just sit down at the equalizer. Start 
with one channel. You'll see all 1 octave 
bands on the meter. Just slide the cor- 
responding controls to increase or de- 
crease any area that needs help. 

You have now set up your system to 
its maximum capability.

Imagine dialing a number and hook- 
ing upto afree Electronic Bulletin Board 
where people post messages about every- 
thing, from new jokes (I've signed on a 
joke bulletin board) to computer equip- 
ment they want to sell. 

It's like the bulletin boards I used to 
see when I was a student at UCLA. Of 
course, there are specialized boards for 
specific subjects. There are data bases 
that list 6500 references about coffee, 
to some on agriculture that have over a 
million reference articles. 

Some are free, some cost money. But 
until you are on-line yourself, no brief 
description that I can give you will even 
scratch the surface of what's available. 

Are very many people on-line? Well, 
just look at the screen below and you'll 
see that when I logged on, I was the 
25,749th caller on this local board.

In the main picture, you'll see part of 
CompuServe's financial menu, but there 
is so much more. They have on-line finan- 
cial information they call 'Disclosure 
Statements', which are like 1 0K reports, 
on about 9000 public companies. 

You can see the balance sheet of any 
public company. Check out the company 
you work for. Checkon a company trying 
to hire you. Or check on a company with 
which you may want to do business. 



Below is a screen showing just 1 3 of 
the hundreds of subjects available on 
CompuServe. Frankly, hooking up justto 
use CompuServe would be a worthwhile 
reason to own a modem. 
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They have an encyclopedia, 1 300 re- 
cipes, a review on how new cars match 
up, business news clippings, games and 
so much more that you'll never see it all. 

We're offering a book that lists over 
1 1 00 data bases, pay and free, as I men- 
tioned earlier, that contain 6500 refer- 
ences about coffee, to one with 2,000,000 
on agriculture. 

I know it's trite, but the world really 

has entered the information age with a 

vengeance. You'll find informative data 

bases on economics, medicine, and law. 

WANT A DATE? 

OK, first you've got to know that I'm 
very happily married. But I have some 
friends who aren't (married). In the upper 
left of the main picture and on the next 
page, you'll see some of my answers to a 
matchmaking bulletin board. What fun. 
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Most of these boards which are avail- 
able all around the country, seem to be 
free. But beware, some are X rated. 

Anyway, what you do is fill in a ques- 
tionnaire. Then you browse through other 
people's questionnaires. 

If you find someone you like, just leave 
them a message. They will check out your 
questionnaire, and if they like you, they'll 
leave you a private message which may 
contain an address or a phone number. 
The boards are public, the messages 
appear to be secret. 

COMPUTER TO COMPUTER 

All transmissions are standard, so it 
doesn't matter if you are talking to an 
IBM, a Commodore, an Apple or you name 
it.

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At the beginning of this ad I mentioned 
that these boards were like college bulle- 
tin boards. Well, look below and you'll 
find a listing about Federal Student Fi- 
nancial Aid.

Electricity's in the air. There's the roar 
of the crowd.

Your home stereo, even with terrific 
specs, just can't seem to reproduce the 
3-dimensional effect that you experience 
at a live performance.

Interestingly, when you listen to music 
at home, you're probably listening to 
better equipment than at a live concert.

What's really interest- 
ing, is what Chris said when I asked 
him (he takes tennis lessons) what he 
thought of my neat tennis pictures.
